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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the article 
entitled "Blue Photoluminescent Zinc Coordination Polymers with Supertetranuclear 
Cores" authored by Tao et al., and published in Chemical Communications (2000), 20, 
2043-44. 

As the claim now reads, the repeating structural units are said to comprise a 
transition metal center, "consisting of one or more transition metal atoms." Applicant 
contends that this description distinguishes Applicant's invention from the coordination 
polymers taught by the reference but the Examiner respectfully disagrees inasmuch as 
the structure of the repeating unit is open-ended given their utilization of the transitional 
phrase "comprising" preceding the description of the elements making up the repeating 
unit. The Examiner views the zinc oxo clusters as four transition metal centers joined 
by a central oxygen atom wherein the four zinc atoms each represent a "transition metal 
center"- the claims do not exclude the possibility that there may be present more than 
one transition metal center in each repeating unit. Further, each of the said zinc 
transition metal centers does, in fact, have coordinated thereto an exodate bridging 
ligand and a binding member of a bidentate binding site of a polyfunctional ligand. 
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As for the premise that the zinc centers of the zinc oxo cluster do not form bonds 
with monodate aromatic ligands, that are substitutional^ labile in the presence of water, 
"the arguments of counsel cannot take the place of evidence in the record." In re 
Schulze, 346 F.2d 600, 602, 145 USPQ 716, 718 (CCPA 1965). Examples of attorney 
statements which are not evidence and which must be supported by an appropriate 
affidavit or declaration include statements regarding unexpected results, commercial 
success, solution of a long-felt need, inoperability of the prior art, invention before the 
date of the reference, and allegations that the author(s) of the prior art derived the 
disclosed subject matter from the applicant. 

There seems to be some suggestion on Applicant's part that, were the repeating 
unit to have contained a single zinc atom, water would be capable of replacing the pillar 
ligand thereby leading to the creation of discrete two dimensional sheets from the three 
dimensional framework but, because the zinc atoms are themselves part of an oxo 
cluster, this lability would not be observed. Applicant must furnish Affidavit evidence in 
support of their contentions. 

The rejection over Seki et al. is hereby withdrawn in view of Applicant's 
stipulation that the exodentate bridging ligand must be aromatic. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-3, 12, and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 2 is no longer 
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anticipated by Tao et al. because the repeating structural unit of the coordination 
polymer mentioned therein does not adhere to the description offered in claim 2.
